LOATHED TEXT BOOK 


No wonder thaí father and ninety-nine 
per cent. of his school friends loathed the 
geography text book—geography in these 
days was nothing but a text book 
crammed with names, facts and products; 
it had little to do with maps; it had 
nothing to do with the familiar things 
of home, with the hill you could see from 
the sehool window, even though that hill 
were the Hill of Slane, or with the old 
high road, maybe one of the ancient roads 
to Tara; or the lough on which the chil- 
dren of Lir as swans swam under their 
stepmother’s enchantment. No, the eyes 
of father’s geography master were on the 
ends of the earth, and father had to learn 
by heart innumerable lists of remote 
countries, their chief towns, with loca-

No longer is the memorisation of such 
facts considered to be a knowledge of 
geography. The new geography requires 
an interpretation of these facts, and in- 
formation thus becomes subordinate to 
interpretation.

Educationists nowadays realise that 
geography, like charity, begins at home,

Fortunately, the regional 
study of I is full of vivacious and 
varied interest, and there is not wanting 
sufficient material for that memorisation 
whith is both essential and desifable in 
nearly every branch of study.

How much more 
interésting it is t6 know what countriés 
have the same kind of climate, follow the 
same pursuits, are kin in race or exchange, 
vor eo with =, than to learn wit 
si what are their highest 
mpeniatha: their longest rivers, Ro a 
names of their towns, lists of commodities 
iu id i ! How interesting

An excellent pamphlet on the study of 
geography has been published by the 

ard of Education. A quotation will 
illustrate what is expected from the school 
in the furthering of gedégraphic pro- 
ficiency : 

“ When a teacher has been at work for 
some time in a locality,it is to be ex- 
pected that he or she will have put 
together a fair amount of special geogra- 
phical equipment to suit the needs of the 

articular school. Such equipment will 
nclude maps and charts illustrative of 
particular aspects of geography, relief 
models of the district and of the country, 
and collections of illustrations. These 
charts or models once made are a per- 
manent possession, and if the habit of 
putting by useful cuttings and instructive 
illustrations from books, azines OF 
newspapers is acquired, a collection of 
permanent value is soon at the teacher's 
disposal to add a new element of reality 
and interest to his instruction.”’

“The globe should be in constant use; 
instruction on it is prescribed for Standard 
V. There should be physical wall-maps in 
every large school; in the smaller schools 
the physical maps taken from a good 
atlas may serve. The value of such maps 
in making immediately clear the physica! 
features of a country or continent cannot 
be overstated, so that when a new wall- 
map has to be purchased, a physical map 
should be selected rather than the ordi- 
nary map, as the political divisions will 
bef already in every: pupil’s atlas 
no matter how cheap. 

“ A very useful coloured map is pub- 
lished by the Ordnance Survey, showing 
the river basins of Ireland. The Irish 
map of Ireland is now in almost every 
school. A device called a ‘ gap-map’ has 
lately found much favour for black-board 
work in school to obviate the constant 
drawing of outlines on the board. It 
consists óí a large sheet of cardboard or 
wood, canvas or other lasting material, 


quired has been cut out and then re- 
moved, leaving a ‘gap.’ Hung over the 
blackboard, the gap-map shows the coast- 
line, and the actual work of the lesson 
is done on the board itself. When the 
lesson is finished, the gap-map is removed 
and rolled up or folded, and the board 
cleaned. Worn or faded wall-maps might 
easily be converted into anno; or a 
home-made one constructed. | 
‘‘There are also outline follem maps 
available on which chalk can be used as 
on a blackboard, and then cleaned off. 
Every school should have a really good 
atlas which would show at a gh such 
subjects as the world’s uctiqn of 
wheat, ocean currents and prevalent 
winds, distribution of minerals, etc.; it 
would also serve all school á! pon as a 
book of reference in geography. Moreover, if 
such special maps are reproduced on trac- 
ing or butter paper and superimposed on 
a physical map, a whole series of most 
heeful charts can easily and cheaply be 
made illustrating the working out of geogra 
phical laws; for instance, the distribution 
of industries in connection with the dis- 
tribution. of minerals, the position of 
towns and communicating lines in relation 
to physical features, rivers, mountains 
and gaps, the connection between oceatr 
currents and winds and a country’s rain- 


fall.” 


Thús, geography as a school subject has 
become a study to be .pursued with 
rational interest and zestiul research, 
instead of what it was in father’s time, 
a conglomeration of names and facts, that 
was calculated to dull every faculty of 
the mind save the memory.

William Hudson, 12 Ranelagh, Dublin, was 
charged on remand with sending a letter to 
Percy Whittle, junior, of Marine Drive, 
Sandymount, threatening to publish certain 
letters unless he was given £3.

oe i“ Spoils of War ‘ 


$e in ale hd tea 


We edhe to. the careful perusal 
of every member of the Fianna Féil 
Party a survey of “Dairy Produce 
Supplies for 1936,’ which has been issued: 
by the Imperial Economic Committee 
through the British Stationery Office, 
This highly interesting publication deals 
chiefly with the imports into Great 
Britain of all sorts of dairy produce, 
including poultry and pig products, and 
makes—or ought to make—sorry reading 
for the citizens of the Irish Free State. 
Let us take four of the main items in 
turn. In the first place, Britain last 
year imported a total of 9.752.000 
hundredweights of butter. Of that total 
Saorstát Eireann was responsible for 
precisely 468,000 hundredweights, or less 
then five per cent. New Zealand's share 
was 2,792,000 hundredweights, Denmark’s 
2.171,000, Australia’s 1,694,000 and 
Holland's 746,000, while even Soviet Russia 
ran the Free State’ close with 415,000 
hundredweights. That is not all. Whereas 
Danish butter fetched an average price of 
119s., the average price for Irish butter 
was 104s. In the next place, take thr 
case of eggs. Britain’s imports for the 
twelve months came to 24,653,000 great 
hundreds, of which the Free State’s share 
was. 2,565,000, or little more than ten 
per cent, Here Denmark almost scooped 
the pool with 7,987,000 great hundreds. 
Holland followed with 3,800,000 great 
hundreds, and evén Poland came before 
the Saorstát with 2,564,000 great hundreds. 
A significant feature of these figures is 
the fact that in 1931 the Free State sent 
Great Britain eggs to the number of 
4,575,000 great hundreds. Thirdly, we 
come to bacon. Britain’s gross imports 
amounted in 1936 to 6,570,000 hundred. 
weights. Here, once more, the Free State 
is very much in the ‘‘halfpenny place” 
with an aggregate of 505,000 hundred. 
weights, or less than eight per cent. of 
the total, as against Denmark’s 3,375,000 
whundredweights and Australia’s 1,092,000. 
Finally, there is poultry, last of the 
m2lancholy line. Out of Britain’s total 
import of 422,000 hundredweights the Free 
State supplied 104,000—a fair proportion ; 
but even here she was not at the head of 
the list, being beaten by 1,000 hundred- 
weights by Hungary. 

When cne contemplates these figures, 
and realises their significance, one is 
appalled at the wastage of the so-called 
‘economic war ’’—that “ war of aggres- 
sion,’’ as Mr. Norton regards it, although 
President de Valera once boasted that he 
had “fired the first shot.” The fatuity 
of the whole business is almost beyond 
belief. Britain’s imports of the four 
items that we have named—butter, eggs, 
bacon and poultry—cost her a yearly sum 
of £83,250,000. This sum takes no 
account of her purchases of live-stock, 
‘which reach a staggering total; or of 
dozens of other commodities which can 
be :produced in large quantities by this 
country. This wonderful market is at our 
doorstep, The -British people simply are 
crying out for supplies, and they are 
going, not only to the overseas Dominions, 
hut to Denmark, to: Holland, to 
Rumania, Poland, Russia, and even 
China; when they might be satisfying a 
substantial proportion of their needs in 
the Irish Free State. The British market 
not only is huge, but it is increasing 
every day. . In 1930 the average consump- 
tion of butter per capita was 18.7. pounds, 
and that of margarine 11.8 pounds. Last 
year the average consumption of butter 
was 24.8 pounds, while that of margarine 
had fallen to 8.7 pounds. In the case of 
almost every other kind of foodstuff the 
same upward trend can be notic@l, and 
the foreign producers are having tle time 
of their lives. Matarerys they, would 
like the “economic war ” to continue 
indefinitely ; for while our Irish producers 
are twiddling their thumbs and admiring 
the efficiency of our latest factory for the 
manufacture of collar studs or pipe 
cleaners, Danes and Dutchmen, Poles and 
Hungarians, Chinamen and Yugoslavs, 
are feathering their nests with gusto. The 
British are losing nothing. Nobody is 
losing except the unfortunate Irish, whose 
losses are going into the foreigners’ 
pockets. John Bull is getting all that he 
wants to eat and drink; Pat Murphy is 
in the position of President Wilson after 
the Peace Conference. As a witty Ameri- 
can wrote: “ He went to bring home the 
bacon, but brought nothing back but the 
squeal.’’ 

Will our rulers ever learn sense? In 
the whóle history of the relations between 
civilised peoples there probably never has 
oon anything quite so stupid as the 

‘economic war.” It will provide for all 
time a- classic example of the folly of 
cutting off one's nose to spite one’s face. 
We must confess that we were very much 
disappointed at the results of the recent 
general election; for, while Fianna Fáil 
undoubtedly lost ground, it was supported 
mainly by the rural constituencies. Those 
farmers who had been grumbling, and 
grumbling with every reason; for five 
years, voted solidly for ‘‘ Dev,” thereby 
showing an abyssmal ignorance of the 
cause of their own discontents. We had 
hoped that the enlarged Labour Party 
would have made some effort to persuade 
the Government to come to reasonable 
terms with Great Britain; but when. Dáil 
' Kireann ‘assembled last week its leader 
evoked the cheers of the groundlings when 
he declared that he and his colleagues 
‘were opposed to a dictated settlement 
imposed by force, which would’ shackle on 
the necks of their people a millstone, 
which, in existing circumstances, they 
were utterly unable to bear.” If we were 
inclined to be rude, we should describe 
this peroration as ‘‘ guff.” Mr, Norton

Grass 


All flesh is grass. We live on grass, 
directly or indirectly. Without the grass 
of the field we could not have milk, butter 
or meat. Without those grasses which 
mankind tamed and bred in ancient times. 
until they bore abundant wheat, and were 
named after Ceres, the goddess of the 
harvest, we could not have bread. Our 
own couutry is exceptionally rich in grass, 
and, fittingly, the Ulster Farmer pleads 
for a more truly scientific cultivation of 
this Irish possession. _ The International 
Grassland Congress came to these islands 
this year for the first time. It met at 
Aberystwyth, and the President, an 
English man of science, spoke of grass as 
“the prince of feeds, the core of the agri- 
cultural industry, on which depend the 
wealth, health and happiness of the whole 
world.’’ Some of Professor Stapledon’s 
advice is quoted by the Ulster Farmer as 
of special value to Ireland. He recom- 
mended,a system of rotational and inter- 
mittent grazing, since,

way to ensure fertility, he said, 
plough up al] grasslands that will take 
the plough—to do this at least once in ten 
years, but more frequently if the farmer 
desires tovbe truly scientific and progres- 
sive. Before the ploughing the grassland 
should be grazed as hard as possible for 
some months, so that the beasts may 
impregnate the soil. When the sod is 
turned lime is applied and harrowed; by 
this means an admirable compost is 
spread all over the field. Farmers who 
treat their grasslands thus every few 
years “ build up fertility at a prodigious 
pace ”; for they enlist the forces of 
nature. The production of short grass 
simply 1s a matter of rotationa] and inten- 
sive grazing. There 
impregnation, followed by periods of rest. 
Once a year the plants must be allowed to 
grow away, or there will not be adequate 
plant growth. The botanica] composition 
of any long-duration sward will be almost 
directly fixed by ithe times of the year 
when it is hardest grazed, and by the times 
when it is rested. Manifestly, the number 
of species will be restricted unduly if the 
times are the same year after year. Less 
and less grass will be developed just when 
it is most needed if this mistake is made. 
Let nitrogen be applied always at the 
same season, and the species which 
responds best to nitrogen at that time will 
be killed out by being grazed to death. 
This is counsel which rests on laboratory 
knowledge. It corresponds exactly with 
traditional wisdom. On one score or the 
other it ought to be heard and obeyed if 
the best is to be made of Ireland's teem- 
ing soil,

Postmaster-General, was able to claim a 
record year for the Post Office. The 
number of letters and parcels despatched 
had ‘increased by 250,000,000 to the sub- 
stantial level of 7,750,000,000. Inland air 
mails liad carried 375 tons of mails—-an 
increase of 24 per cent.—and increasing 
use was being made of the air mails 
services to Continental Europe and the 
Dominions. Most striking of all, how- 
ever, is the growth of the telephone 
system. During the year no fewer than 
248,000 new telephones were installed, and 
the resultant traffic has called not only for 
an expenditure of nearly £18,000,000 in 
the present year, but for the employment 
of 11,000 additional recruits to the 
engineering staff. The expenditure is 
large, but Major Tryon, relying on the 
experience of recent years, is confident that 
it will pay for itself many times over. 
Here, surely, is a lesson for Mr. Oscar 
Traynor and his department. It is a fact 
that the Free State Post Office authorities 
have shown signs lately of a more liberal 
outlook. Yet they. are still unwilling to 
take a risk—if, indeed, reforms which 
must prove more than profitable can be 
described as a risk. [It still costs 2d. to 
send a letter from Rathmines to Rathgar ; 
the telegraph system, in spite of Mr. 
in his 
latest Budget, is so dear that it is dying 
of disuse, and the slimness of the telephone 
directory bears sorry witness to the depart- 
ment’s lack of progress. We refrain from 
comment on the fact that the Post Office 
both is under-staffed and, by all accounts, 
under-paid ; we are concerned, rather, that 
the people at large are badly served by a

it will be prorogued almost at once, as un 
October h the King will open a new 
session of Pastiamont for the first time in 
his reign. The session, which for all 
practical purposes comes to an end to-day, 
is the second of the present Parliament, 
and it has seen momentous events in the 
abdication of Edward VIII, and the 
Coronation of George VI. The legislative 
output. has been very considerable, even 
though the Government was not able to 
carry through the complete programme o 
legislation outlined in the King’s Speech h 
last autumn. Over fifty measures hav 
been passed into iaw, covering many points 
of social, industrial, and genera] poli 
Physical training, pensions, factories, 
political umiforms, depressed = areas, 
agriculture, re-artuament, and Many otlier 
important matters have been debated anid 
laws added to the Statute Book, while th 
House of Commons voted increase of 
salaries to tts Ministers and ordinary 
members 


The Coal Bill 


When the new session of Parliament is 
opened the main work of the House 
Commons during the autumn sittings will 
be the Coal Bill. Several committees are 
now sitting to draw up this measure, anil 
lengthy negotiations have been taking 
place between the Government and tho 
owners of mining royalties, who will be 
vreatly affected. It is claimed that whil 
there is a general agreement about th: 
desirability ‘of the unification of mimng 
royalties there are many difficulties which 
at the moment. appear .to be without a 
solution. The Government, recognisiny 
this fact expect that they will have con 
siderable trouble in getting their bil! 
through the House of Commons, as it will 
be one of the most acutely controversi«! 
neasures that Parliament has had before 
it for some years. 


Naval Aeroplanes 


The Government has arrived at a most 
.mportant decision, 1t was announced in 
the House of Commons by the Prime 
Minister this afternoon, and in future 
neroplanes attached to the Navy will be 


Í under the sole control of the Admiralty. 


For many months past there has been n 
struggle between the Air Ministry and the 
Admiraity on this matter, and little doubt 
is entertained tn Service circles that the 
decision will be all to the good. The 
Fleet air arm in future will probably have 
.ts own training stations, and naval! air- 
men will be an important feature of the 
air force of this country. It is too soon 
to say vet what steps will be taken to 
carry out the decision of the Government, 
but as the principle has been determine: 
it is expected that the details will he 
easily worked out. 


Palestine and the League 


At Geneva to-day the proposals of the 
Royal Commission of Palestine, which 
suggests a partition of that country 
between Jews and Arabs, came before 
the Mandates Commission of the League 
of Nations, when the British proposal for 
immediate discussion was rejected. It 
was at the special request of the Britis 
Government that this Commission herd 
been invited to give the Council of the 
League the benefit of its preliminary views 
on its recommendations. The Mandates 
Commission was not called upon to make 
any definite decisions in the matter, but 
simply to report back to the League 
Council, which meets in September. 
Hundreds of pretests against the partition 
pr posals from both Jewish and Arab 
organisations have been received by the 
Commission. In the meanwhile the 
Mandates Commission is to proceed with 
a regular study of Palestine administra- 
tion during the past two vears before 
entering upon a discussion of the Com- 
mission report. 


National Fitness 


The Government’s. national fitness 
campaign is gradually taking a definite 
shape, but there are still many important 
tietails to be considered. It is not mere! 
a matter of providing facilities for 
physical training, as much organisation 
work will be involved to enable the 
facilities to be utilised. With regard to 
towns, it will be necessary not only to 
provide playing fields, but also to estab- 
lish, organisations to bring young people 
together to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunities, while in villages where open 
spaces exist similar measures of organisa- 
tion will be required in order that land 
available may be used for sports and 
games. It is hoped that by the time the 
Prime Minister opens the health campaign 
in. the autuinn the whole scheme may 
be complete, so that the new organisation 
may function without delay. 


Accident Insurance 


The report of the Committee of Com- 
pulsory Insurance, issued to-day, suggests 
the establishment of a central fund to 
pay third party compensation claims in 
cases where the insurance company is 
insolvent, or where the company repudiates 
liability or the motorist has failed to 
insure altogether. The proposal is put 
forward that this central fund should be 
created by contributions from all insurers 
licensed to undertake motor insurance 
business, and that the contribution should 
be proportionate to the insurers’ premium 
income. It is estimated by the Committee 
that a charge of one per cent. on the 
premium arising from such business in 
the United Kingdom would yield not less 
than £150,000 a year. The central body 
to be set up would be a corporate one, 
capable of suing or being sued, would be 
managed by a board consisting of repre. 
sentatives of the insurers, and would not 
be subject to Government control. The 
Committee also proposes that every new 
insurance company should be required to 
make a deposit of £20,000, while it recom- 
mends also that. no special additional 
deposit should be required for compulsory 


insurance.

Both 
succeeded in their purpose of adding to 
the growing store of knowledge concerning 
flying conditions over the ocean.

Within a few minutes its 
commander, Captain Harold Gray, had 
manceuvred the machine against a strong 
current up to the moorings, from which 
it was warped to the pontoon alongside 
the pier. This time there was no ceremony 
about his arrival, but as he appeared out 
of the hatch in the flying-boat’s hul] the 
small crowd raised a cheer. He, was 
grinning cheerfully and _ searching his 
pockets for a cigarette—the first for 
thirteen hours—as he shook hands with 
the officials and those of us who had met 
him after his first flight across the ocean 
a few weeks ago. 
“ Nothing new. It was just as unevent.

DUBLIN AND BELFAST 
Some simple people have made the sug- 
gestion that the two Governments should 
come together and contrive plans to 
prevent the repetition of such a perform 
ance. There is very little prospect of that 
happening. These people forget altogether 
the attitude of ó cis and suspicion 
which obtains between the Governments 
of Belfast and Dublin. There is no officia! 
recognition of one by the other, no 
liaison, no line of communication, 
If the ordinary courtesy between 
friendly Governments were observed the 
Free State would have a representative 
in Belfast and the Northern Government 
would be similarly represented in Dublin. 
Such officials, be they’ diplomatic or 
consular, or however they might be 
described, would be on the spot to discuss 
with their .respective’ Governments or 
Government. departments matters whicn 
inevitably arise from day to day. As was 
recalled recently in the Trish Times, the 
late Kevin O'Higgins was conscious of the 
need of such arrangement, and actually 
had a scheme in hand to bring it about, 
but he did not live to carry it through. 


BLIND EYE POLICY 
The Dublin Government maintains 
representatives in various continental and 
American capitals with which the Free 
State has comparatively little commerce 
or communication ; yet in the case of the 
North, with its daily and hourly stream 


across the border, the official fiction is 
kept up that the North does not exist. 
And while this is so the actual fact 
remains that Government departments in 
both cities are in frequent communication 
with each other, as they must be if a com. 
plete deadlock is to be avoided. 
It is common knowledge that the police 
authorities on both sides of the border 
constantly co-operate with each other in 
the detection of crime and in other 
matters of common concern. But the 
ordinary people are not suppcsed to know 
anything of these things; and the Govern- 
ments in Dublin and Belfast continue 
their “ blind eye ” policy.

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FRESH clash, which threatened to

Herr von Ribbentrop declared that 
Russia started the Spanish war, The 
ground of his attack was the Soviet Am- 
bassador’s recent declaration. that. his 
Governgent would in no circumstances 
agree to grant belligerent rights. 

‘Soviet Russia, in blankly refusing to 
grant the Spanish parties belligerent 
rights, has destroyed the British plan,” 
he said. ‘‘ The Committee has now spent a 
fortnight already in futile discussions on 
the question of the further treatment of 
the plan—discussions which would never 
have arisen had all the Powers remained 
loyal to the plan. Eager discussions went 
on and on, but the real = of these 
fruitless debates was merely to avoid 
further steps being taken in the question 
of belligerent rights.’’

It there 
was any grant of belligerent rights 
without the withdrawal of foreign 
nationals from Spain, the House should 
be called together to consider the 
dangerous situation which would arise. 
As to the dispute between China and 
Japan, if that aggression was to be per- 
mitted to continue it meant the abrogation 
of all Treaties and. of the Covenant of the 
League itself.

INETY-FOUR persons were killed in 

road accidents in the Irish Free State 

in the first six months of this 
year as co d with 99 i 
the first six months oí 1936, 
number of persons injured, however, rose 
from 1,598 to 1,606. Most of the injuries 
sustained were trivial. Actually, there were 
302 fatal or serious accidents, as compared 
with 306 in January-June, 1936, . 

The foregoing information is contained in 
a summary of road traffic accidents issued 
yesterday from the office of the Civic Guard 
Commissioner, 


DUBLIN FIGURES 


i. In the Dublin Metropolitan Division the 
number of fatal accidents fell from 20 to 17, 
the number of persons killed from 21 to 19 
(in some of the accidents more than one 
iperson was killed). Accidents resulting in 
serious injury fell from 27 to 17. There was 
an increase in the number of accidents 
causing trivial injuries. 

The numbers of persons injured were :— 
720 in the first six months of this year; 659 
in the first six months of last year. 

Pedestrians, as usual, were the chief 
sufferers, constituting 36.3 per cent, of those 
killed and injured; pedal eyclists represented 
28.9 per cent. of the casualties; drivers and 
passengers of motor vehicles (other than 
motor cycles) 26 per ‘cent.; drivers and pas- 
sengers of horse-drawn vehicles 6.2 per cent, ; 
motor cyclists and their passengers 2.6 per 
cent. 

Of the 94 persons killed only 19 were 
females, but that 19 included the oldest and 
youngest road victims—a woman of 80 years, 
and a baby of 1} years,

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U.S. COASTAL SHIP 
ABLAZE 


TWO PERSONS DEAD AND 
TWO MISSING

BALTIMORE (MARYLAND), Friday. 

The American coastal steamer, City of 
Baltimore (20,378 tons) in which fire broke 
out last night in Chesapeake Bay, was gutted 
to the water’s edge, but the great majority 
of bes ninety-three passengers and crew wefe 
saved, 

Only two are known to be dead and two 
missing, thauks to prompt rescue work by 
a fleet ot vessels of all kinds. 

Four passengers and two members: of the 
crew have been taken to hospital, but none 


| of them is seriously hurt. 


Firemen, who have — to pump out the 
steel hull, are searching for the bodies of the 
missing, and also for any clue as to the 
origin of the blaze, 

Aeroplanes and nine Government ships, 
under orders from President Roosevelt, were 
rushed to the steamer’s aid. The aeroplanes 
searched the surrounding waters until they 
were recalled, 

Fire boata and coastguards’ vessels were 
also soon on the scene, All fire departments 
in the locality and seven ambulances waited 
on the shore. 

The Commander of the vessel, Captain 
Charles Brooks, escaped. He was found 
hanging to the side of his ship. 

Dr, Frank Ogden, surgeon of the Baltimore 
Fire Departfhent, was an eyé-witness of the 
disaster while sitting on the lawn of his home 
at Gibson Island. He said that he heard a 
terrific explosion and saw flames shooting to 
the sky from the middle of the liner. In 
two or three minutes the whole steamer was 
a mass of flames. 

Mr. John Bing, a survivor, gave Reuter’s 
correspondent a graphic story of the fire, 
“I was standing in the saloon,” he said, 
“when a member of the crew ran through 
shouting “ The ship is on fire.” Other mem- 
bers of the crew started towards the hold 
with a hose. The passengers went to the 
forward deck and put on lifebelts, but in a 
few minutes the fire got so bad that they 
went over the side.and hung on_by their 
hands. But ‘the fire get too hot for them, 
and the passengers began to drop into the

EFFORT 


STUDENT CHRISTIAN 
MOVEMENT 


Dr. Gregg) formally opened the Con. 

ference of the Student Christinn Move 
ment at St. Columba’s College, Rathfarnham, 
Co, Dublin, last night. 

After the Archbishop had welcomed the 
students, a paper was read by the Rev, J. 8. 
Rutherford, ef Dun Laoghaire, on “ Ireand 
in the Destiny of God.”’ 

Having referred to the ancient standard 
of civilisation in Ireland, he said that « 
culture existed here before the Celtic in- 
vasion. With the advent of St. Patrick, 
Ireland became the seat of both religion and 
learning, from which our missionaries. went 
out to Christianise other countries. He re: 
ferred to the numerous- monasteries which 
sprang up in Ireland, where, he said, not 
only were religion taught and religious lwoks- 
and books of learning multiplied, but classical 
learning was alsowtaught, and a very high 
standard of education maintained 

Speaking of Enyland’s treatment of Ireland 
in the past, he said ‘that he would wish to 
pass over that period in silence. It was one 
of confiscation and persecution. 

“You should say the unhappy things of 
the past should be forgotten, Kereed: for- 
gotten by the Roman Catholic Irish people 
as far as possible, but not forgotten by the 
Scotto-Irish of the North and the Anglo- 
lrish of the South. We must remember them 
to understand and help them to forget their 
shameful treatment. We cannot do full 
justice to the Irish until we realise the vivid 
and fiery phases through which they have 
passed,”’ 


THE SCOTTO-IRISH 

Regarding the Scotto-Irish, he said that 
there were those who imagined they had no 
traditions. Considering the size of Ulster, 
however, it had produced a fair share of 
great men, No less than ten of the thirty-. 
two Presidents of the United States of 
America were of Scotto-Irish extraction. 
Ulster Irishmen had suffered along with their 
fellow-Roman Catholic Irishmen under penal 
legislation, but not so severely. 

ere were, he said, directions in which 
the Irish were fitted to stand in the future. 
They had learned by suffering—and this was 
true of the North as well as of the South— 
to take their stand against every form of 
coarse Imperialism and totalitarianism, They 
coula convert to the Christian faith and do 
much towards the conversion of the world to 
Christianity. 

To-day, he said, the Roman Catholie 
Church in Ireland was awake. There were 
in Ireland 3,823 secular and regular priests 
and 15,000 nuns. In territory, under the 
Congregation for the Propagation of the 
Faith, principally in Africa and China, were 
460 Irish-born priests; 300 teaching.. and 
1,900 sisters. ” In territory not under the 
congregation, in Australia, South Africa, etc., 
there were about 4,000 Irish-born priests and 
about 6,000 sisters. It followed, there- 
fore, that there were more Irish-born priests 
working outside Ireland than inside that 
country. 

He had been informed by his neighbour, 
Father Ronan, that in recent years the 
tendency had been growing more and more 
for foreign missionary work among Irish 
boys and girls, and a had informed him 
that the houses at home found it difficult to 
get postulants. 

Sixteen per cent of the missionary ministry 
of the Irish Methodist Church was carried 
on overseas. The Church of Ireland had its 
representatives in many mission fields, and 
the Presbyterian Church had done magmificent 
service in North-West India and in 
Manchuria. There was still ample scope for 
missionary work in the world to-day.

Continuing, he said that he need not remind 
them that the age-old ceremony to whieh 
many of them had listened on the wireless on 
12th May was, first and last, a religious 
Service. It was enshrined in the office of 
the Holy Communion. 1 wag the saering of 
the King, his annointing with the grace of 
the Holy Spirit for the high and responsible 
duties to which he was called. On the occa- 
sion of his accession King George had ex- | 
pressed in simple and moving words his 
earnest desire to serve his people, “ My wifes 
and 1 dedicate ourselves,” he had said, “for 
all time to your service, and we pray that 
God will give us guidance and strength to 
follow the path that lies before us, 


IRELAND’S PLACE 


There was one respect: in: which the Coro- 
nation of King Georne VL differed from that 
of any previous Sovereign, He was annointed | 
King of that great Commonwealth of free 
and self-governing nations known as the 
British Empire. The Crown was the one link 
which held these nations together. In all 
other ways they were entirely free and self- 
governing; and was he overbold to express 
the hope that their beloved Ireland might 
continue to hold an honoured place in that 
reat Commonwealth of free nations? 

“T yield to no man in my love for Tre- 
land,” said Dr. Day. " I was born and bred 
in this country; as were my forefathers im 
many generations. It is here that my wor 
lies and I have no other desire but to serve 
my country and my Church to the best of 
my ability. But I lived for some years in 
India—and there I was proud to see Irishmen 
of all classes and creeds occupying positions 
of responsibility and honour. 

The Lieutenant-Governor of the Indian 
province in which he had lived was from 
Kildare; the Deputy Commissioner of the 
district was from Cork, and; in the legal, 
medical and engineering professions, many 
of the most important posts were held by 
Irishmen. He earnestly hoped that in the 
future, as in the past, Irishmen might have 
the opportunity of making their contribution 
to the life of the Dominions beyond the seas. 


THE CHURCH IN CANADA 


Dr. Day referred to the great part played 
by Irishmen in the Dominion of Canada. As 
was right and proper, he said, the Church of 
Ireland had sent many noted sons to minister 
to the settlers in Canada, The first Bishop 
of the Canadian®Church—Charles Inglis—was 
the son of a Donegal rector. In the middle 
of the 19th century the Rev. Dr. Fleury, of 
Molynenx Church, Dublin, had a very re- 
markable Bible Class for young men, no 
fewer than five of whom became bishops in 
the Canadian Church. 

On 2th August the 150th anniversary of 
the foundation of the Canadian Church would 
be celebrated at Halifax, Nova Scotia, and 
the Archbishon of Toronte, Primate of the 
Canadian Church, was most anxious that the 
sermon on that oecasion should be preached 
by a revresentative of the Church of Ireland. 
Their Primate. had promised to visit Canada 
fot that purpose, but his doctors had for- 
hidden him to make the journey, and the 
Archbishop of Toronto had invited him (Dr. 
Day) to take his place. (Cheers.) 


DIOCESAN AFFAIRS 


Turning next to home affairs, Dr, Day 
» of the departure of the Rev. R. W. 

idgeway, Hector of Maryborough since

Atkinson, whom he had known since 
his boyhood, 

The financial condition of the diocese 
was, on the whole, satisfactory. He earnestly 
hoped that in all the parishes those of their 
people who were payers of income tax would 
sign the covenant by which income tax might 
be recovered by the Representative Church 
Body on their subscriptions to the Church. 

With regard to the report of the Diovesan 
Board of Education, be said that it was their 
bounden duty as loyal members of the Church 
of Ireland to see that the children of their 
Church, especially those living in outlying and 
remote districs, should receive the benefit of 
education in schools belonging to their own 
Courch, where the atmosphere weuld be that 
to which they were accustomed, and where 
they would be taught the Holy Scriptures by 
Protestant teachers aud their own clergy. 
There was nothing more vital to the future 
of the Church than that their children should 
be brought up in accordance with the doctrines 
of the Church 

While there had been a considerable de- 
crease in the amount contributed to foreign 
missions as compared with last year, a contri- 
bution of £556 from a diocese of that size 
was by no means contemptible. He appealed 
to each parish to make a special effort this 
year to increase its contribution to foreign 
missions, and to make some contribution, how- 
ever small, for the support of their own mis- 
sionary, Mr, Eric Tyndale Briscoe, who was 
doing such le aye work at Kashmir. He 
also appeal for support for the Southern 
Church Mission in the great Belfast Parish 
of Ballymacarrett, with its Church popula- 
tion of 20,000 souls.

THE SEA AND THE 
AIR

The Times observes editorially to-day :— 
In the House of Commons yesterday the 
Prime Minister announced the broad out- 
line of the Government’s decision on the 
proposals which have been before them for 
the reorganisation of the Air Forces 
destined in war to operate at sea. Those 
forces are of two classes—aircraft which 
are carried in His Majesty’s ships, and 
operate from them as a part of the Fleet, 
known as the Fleet Air Arm, and certain 
squadrons based on shore aerodromes, but 
destined in war to be employed, should 
they be available and their services be 
needed there, at sea in co-operation with 
the Navy. The latter class includes both 
flying boats, which are best suited for 
operating over water, but are capable of 
being used over land, and wheeled Air- 
craft, in. which these qualities are re- 
versed. The Fleet Air Arm, though manned 
chiefly by naval personnel, and, under 
the operational control of the Navy, has 
hitherto been under the administratiyo 
control of the Royal Air Force—a system 
of divided allegiamce to which many 
practical objections -have arisen. The 
shore-based aircraft for naval co-operation 
have been under the sole control, both 
administrative and operational, of the 
Air Force. One proposal which has been 
under the consideration of the Govern- 
ment was, according to the Prime 
Minister, that both Fleet air arm and 
naval co-operation units should be manned 
by naval personnel, and should come under 
the full control, both operational and 
administrative, of the Navy. 

The Government s decision is a judg- 
ment of Solomon which gives to each 
claimant a part only of what is demanded. 
she Fleet air arm is to become wholiy 
naval, the naval co-operation units are to 
remain whol! aerial. The practical 
steps to give effect to this decision are to 
be worked out. by the two Services in 
collaboration and put into operation 
gradually. 

It is sincerely to be hoped that this 
decision heralds the close of a period of 
dissension between two of the Services of 
the Crown which has been as prolonged 
as it has been. regrettable. The crying 
need is for co-operation now and in the 
future, and it will be the task of the 
Minister for Co-ordination of Defence to 
sea that it is forthcoming. The test will 
be the speed with which the detailed 
arrangements for giving effect to tho 
Government's decision are worked out by 
the. Admiralty and the Air Ministry

FUTURE OF THE STATION

The discontinuance of clock control from 
the Dunsink Observatory, County Dublin, 
was notified some time ago by the authorities 
of Trinity College, Dublin, to all users of 
the system. ' i tae 

This service for a considerable time has 
been the most important work at the observa- 
tory. It had long since ceased to have any 
astronomical interest for the College or the 
public, and, in view of the synchronising 
radio service now generally in use, the clock 
control system has gradually been in declining 
demand. ; 

_It is very many years since there was an 
Astronomer Royal for Ireland, though until 
the death of the late Mr. Charles Martin— 
and some time later by Mr. O’Connor— 
Dunsink was used as an observatory, . 

- Modern. advance ip all things concerning 
astronomy and grag during the past 
twenty years or so left Dunsink so behind 
that it had not been found feasible to main- 
tain it instrumentally at the high standard 
of effi@ncy obtaining elsewhere. 

Ex gaditure of a great deal of money would 
be necessitated to bring the observatory into 
line with other astronomical observation 
stations, and the needed funds have not been 
forthcoming. túis
